'WOMAN VOTE UNCERTAIN

While party leaders are claiming that
their candidates are assured of vietory
at the polls today, competent and con-
sorvative observers of the trend of po-
Utical sentiment are taking cognizance
of factors and eross ecurrents that are
involved for the first time in a presi-
dential campalign and are showing a
disposition to be more guarded in their
conclusions,

Among the factors t\at'hnu to be
taken into account this ysar Is the vote
if the women, Not even the most as-
‘ute and experienced of the old-time
solitieians have been able to ascertain
how the bulk of this vote will be cast,
although attempts without number have
been made, Labor troubles in mev-
eral states have further complicated
the situation, and bitter fights over
United States senatorships in at least
half a dozen eommonwealths have added
to the uncertainty.

Below is a summary of conditions in
weveral states, compiled from reports
of newspaper correspondents who have
been able to study the situation at close
range:

Vest Virginia

Labor troubles during the last twelve
months have complicated the situation
in this mining state and will result in
n heavy allst vote, which will be
drawn from both the old parties, The
Republicans are predicting that the
Democrats will smuffer more heavily than
they, and that tho defections from the
latter party will be enough to give the
state to Harding. The result {s ren-
dered still more uncertain by the fact
that three candidates for governor are
in the field.

New Hampshire _—
Democratic hopes of a victory in the
Granite State were revived by the bit-
ter fight that was waged against Sena-
tor Moses, another “‘bitter ¢nder'’ and
anti-suffragist, who sought re:election
on the Repnblican ticket, Another fac-
tor, the influence of which cannot be
determined until the vote is counted,
was the declaration of Frank Musgrove,
editor of the Hanover Gazette, and Mra,
Winston Churchill that they will vote
for Governor Cox on the league fssue.

1Minols

One of the bitterest fights of the pres-
ent campaign has been waged between
the Lowden and the Thompson faction
fn the Republican party for control of
the state, but it is not believed that
the eonflict has endangered the success
of the party ticket. A great number of
]tvnnbi"t'lni. it is predicted, will refuse
to vote for Len Small, the Republican
| candidate for governor, and ecast their
ballots for James Homilton Lewis, the
Democratic nominee.

Wisconsin

A triangular econtest for the [nited
States senatorship is the outstanding
feature of the campaign in Wisconsin
this year. The eandidates are Senator
| Lenroot. Republican, who [s seeking re-
election as a regular; James Thomnson,
of La Crosse, who is béing backed by
Senator La Follette and his fuction,
and Paul 8. Reinseh, Demeocrat. The
state I8 regarded by observers as safe
for Harding, with a plurality large
enough to carry Senator Lenroot
through. The election of Victor Ber-
ger ag representative from the Fifth
congressional distriet Iy regarded as
probable.

California

The situation in Californin has been
complicated by the fight that was made
Against Japanese ownership of land,
which was led by Senator Phelan, who
sought re-election on the Demoeratic
'ticket. Reports from several cities in
the state are to the effect that the
Democrats were trading Cox voles for
support of Phelan, On the presidential
ticket the state is regarded as safe for
1!Irdin‘.

Connecticut
Interest in the national ticket has
been overshadowed to a considerable ex-
tent by the fight that was made on
Senator Brandegee, one of the *‘bitter
enders’’ In the Senate when the peace
treaty was before that body, and also
beinuse of his long opposition to womnan

CONFIDENT OF VICTORY

Dayton, 0., -Nov. 2.—Governor Cox
was an early voter today, but on
arriving at the polls found more than
200 of hir neighbors had cast thelr bals
lots ahead of him.

Accompanied by Mrs, Cox, the gov-
ernor reached the polling place, n com-
hination barber sbop, confectionery,
tobacco store and print shpp, at 10
o'clock, but the line of waiting voters
delayed the deposit of their ballots until
10:17 a. m, The polls were in Carr-
monte, a suburb of Dayton, and about a
mile from the Cox home, Trailsend.

The vote cast by Mrs, Cox was not
her first, she having lved in Illinois
and voted at a state election a few yeurs
ago. In the voting booth here she
showed her knowledge of the old Aue-
tralian ballot, marking up four different
forma composing it in two minutes and
beating her husband by thirty seconds.

Neizhborlr greetings and good wishes
from his friends greeted the candidate |
as he arrived at the polls, coming from
the train, which had brought him home
from Toledo where he closed his cam-
paign Inst night.
